Jje it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. That for the purpose of rebuilding part of
t^je Bridge across the Mississippi river, the municipal cor-

bmuud to ie- poration of the city of St. Paul is hereby authorized to
issue one hundred thousand dollars in bonds, in denomi-
nations of one thousand dollars each, with coupons attached,
with interest thereon at the rate of seven per cent, per
annum, payable semi-annually, in the city of New York.
The principal payable twenty years from the date of their
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issue. Said bonds shall not be sold for less than eighty
cents on the dollar. Provided, however, That said issue
of said bonds shall not be made, nor shall this act take
effect until the question shall have been submitted to a
vote of the qualified electors of the city of St. Paul, at
some general city election and be voted for and approved
by two-thirds of all the legal voters voting at said election
on that question, the ballots to be printed or written, or
partly printed and partly written as follows : '' For bridge
bonds—yes." " For bridge bonds—no."
